•SKIRMISHES ON THE FRONTIER 


The Conviction Prevails at Athens 


That the Blockade of Hreece 


Will Not Be Enforced. 


ATHBNS, April 10.—1.30 a. in.—A pri- 


vate dispatch juat received here from 
Kalambabafc saya that a band of irregu- 
lars, who were compelled to return to 
Greek territory, heard a sharp fusilade 
between the Greeks and the Turkish 
outposte. Tbe dispatch merely reports 
that three Greek banda invaded the 
Turkish Territory. But the sensation of 
the incident is increasing here and 
there is no tolling what tha. effect of it 
will be in the present inilammable con- 
dition of the public mind. ' 


The conviction still prevails here that 


the blockade of Greece will not been 
forced, although some diplomats be- 
lieve it will Boon be an accomplished 
'"iho Ministerial Proia, indignantly 
denies today the charges that the gov- 
eminent is prepared to barter Grote for 
the territory assigned to Greece by the 
Berlin conlerence. 
It ie urged that tho powers cannot 


lawfully prevent Greece from advancing 
to the frontier granted her by tliede- 
cisionof united Europe, and of which 
Bbe was deprived by the contumacious 
refusal of Turkey >,o confirm.

Tbe.policy, which id said to 
bo the largest ever issued, was written 
by the Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of New York. By tho terms of tho con- 
tract Mrs. Stanford is to pay an annual 
premium of (170,000, and upon her 
death $1,000,000 will be paid to the 
Leland Stanford Jr. University. Should 
she live ten years and continue her an- 
nual payment of premiums, the univer- 
sity will receive at her death two mil- 
lions instead of one.
